In  submitting  this  report  the  Selectmen  would  like 
to  explain  a  few  matters  of  interest  to  the  voters. 

The  selectmen,  highway  agents,  police  officers  and 
tractor  operators,  except  Mr.  C.  W.  Greene,  have  been 
paid  50  cents  per  hour  for  their  work.  Mr.  Greene  re- 
ceived 60  cents  per  hour.  Two-horse  teams  with  man 
were  paid  $7.00  per  8-hour  day ;  Ford  ton  trucks,  $12  per 
8-hour  day  in  the  upper  and  lower  highway  districts,  $10 
per  8-hour  day  in  the  middle  district ;  all  other  labor  was 
-"i'd  $3.50  per  8-hour  day. 

The  Sidewalk  Appropriation 
The  sidewalk  on  the  Hampton  road  has  been  sur- 
veyed and  $94.29  has  been  expended  for  labor  and  sup- 
plies.    Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  season,  it  was  thought 
best  to  discontinue  the  work  at  this  point  until  spring. 

The  sidewalk  beginning  at  Sweat's  bridge  and  con- 
tinuing south  has  been  surveyed  and  upon  the  appropria- 
tion of  the  necessary  funds  will  be  completed  in  1928. 

The  Common  Appropriation 
Thirty  dollars  has  been  expended  by  the  Committee 
in  charge.     The  committee  has  not  submitted  any  furth- 
er report  to  the  Selectmen.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Board  of  Hampton  Falls : 

I  hereby  submit  to  you  my  third  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  the  schools  of  Hampton  Falls. 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  school  year  has  been 
the  closing  of  the  South  or  Great  Hill  school.  At  the 
time  of  the  promotions  in  June,  1927,  we  found  that  the 
North  District  would  have  for  the  coming  year  seven  pu- 
pils and  the  South  District  only  four  pupils. 

It  seemed  therefore  the  part  of  wisdom  to  close  the 
South  school  and  convey  the  pupils  to  one  of  the  other 
districts.  As  no  provision  had  been  made  whereby  we 
could  have  two  teachers  at  the  East  School  it  was  decided 
to  me  better  to  convey  the  pupils  of  the  South  District  to 
the  North  school  as  having  a  smaller  number  of  pupils. 

Walter  Trafton  was  hired  to  convey  the  four  pupils 
of  the  South  District  to  the  North  school.  The  service 
has  thus  far  been  satisfactory  and  the  pupils  have  been 
regular  in  attendance  and  the  placing  of  these  pupils  in 
the  classes  with  the  North  pupils  has  stimulated  them  to 
do  better  work  in  their  studies. 

It  was  also  decided  that  it  was  a  just  charge  on  the 
School  District  to  pay  for  the  transportation,  at  least  for 
a  part  of  the  distance,  of  the  pupils  of  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  who  attend  the  Hampton  Junior  High 
School. 

Lewis  P.  Clark  was  hired  for  this  service  on  Septem- 
ber, 1927,  and  I  am  confident  that  the  voters  of  the  Dis- 
trict will  endorse  this  action  and  vote  to  continue  this 
service. 

The  heating  of  the  East  school  was  'unsatisfactory, 
and  a  new  Kaustine  heater  and  ventilator  was  purchased 
and  installed.      The  room  has  since  been  very  comfart- 
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and  installed.     The  room  has  since  been  very  comfort- 
able. 

We  have  endeavored  to  give  your  schools  as  close  su- 
pervision as  possible,  through  visits,  tests,  etc.,  and  we  are 
confident  that  the  work  which  is  being  done  is  as  effective 
as  we  could  expect  when  the  teachers  have  to  work  with 
5  or  6  grades.  I  commend  the  teachers  for  their  faith- 
ful service. 

The  special  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual 
school  meeting  to  consider  school  accommodations  have 
investigated  the  conditions,  held  two  meetings,  attended 
by  every  member  of  the  committee  and  have  decided  to 
recommend  that  the  School  District  enlarge  the  present 
East  building  to  provide  for  two  school  rooms.  It  is 
planned  to  do  this  by  building  an  ell  upon  the  south  side 
of  the  pr  esent  building  to  contain  the  heating  apparatus, 
coat  rooms,  toilets,  chimney,  and  woodshed.  We  could 
then  utilize  the  entire  present  building  for  the  two  school- 
rooms by  building  a  partition  through  the  center  of  the 
present  schoolroom  from  North  to  South.  Estimates  in- 
dicate a  cost  for  this  addition  of  about  $3000. 

This  is  a  very  important  step.  It  would  settle,  bar- 
ring unforeseen  contingencies,  the  question  of  school  ac- 
commodations for  many  years  to  come.  It  would  enable 
us  to  gather  into  this  school  all  the  pupils  of  grades  one 
to  six  inclusive,  of  the  town.  It  would  enable  us  to  assign 
to  each  of  two  teachers  only  three  grades  each.  We  could 
without  excessive  cost  furnish  to  these  pupils  the  most 
desirable  surroundings  and  equipment  for  doing  school 
work.  The  heating,  ventilation  and  sanitary  conditions 
would  be  all  that  could  be  desired. 

I  am  sure  that  this  would  be  a  paying  investment  for 
the  School  District  and  would  be  a  decided  asset  for  the 
town  in  seeking  to  attract  as  residents  a  desirable  class  of 
citizens. 
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I  trus*  that  this  proposition  may  be  considered  fav- 
orably. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  cooperation  which  you  as  mem- 
bers of  the  School  Board  and  the  citizens  in  general  have 
given  our  work  for  the  schools  of  the  town.
